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1* Mr. Jackson spoke about our contribution to the Status and 
Timing of Current UTS. P rograms for National Security, relating to 
NSC 68/it, I I spoke for a few minutes on the subject 

pointing out that there was need for a brief statement in relation 
to the status of the programs under the NSC 68/it; difficulties 
encountered in completion of programs; adequacy and timing of the 
present programs; and target dates.

2. Dr. Andrews discussed a letter received from General Bolling 
asking for autnonzation to re-lease NIS documents now held by l .S. 
liaison officer SHAPE to SHAPE itself. There is some question of 
compromise due to the international character of the SHaPE Staff. 


Ur. Millikan is not too much worried as he feels that the 
NIS do not disclose all our information on the various areas. 


Mr. Jackson believes this matter should come up before an 
IAC meeting and possibly before NSC. 

Dr. Chadwell askod whether this would be a continuing pro- 
cedure and whetner all NIS' s would be released to SHAPE upon their 
completion. Mr. Jackson stated that they should be under continuing 
review and determination on release should be made in each case* 

3* Dr « Millikan stated that the four offices now located in 
M and Quo Buildings are confronted by a serious space problem. They 
now have only approximately 80 square feet per person, and in the 
next throe or four months will be in a much more serious condition. 

Mr. Jackson stated that this was a question to be discussed with 
Mr. rt/olf, Mr. wolf statud that ho proposed to have a mooting with 
the four Assistant Directors concerned, (OSI, QCI, ORIi, and GCD/ within 
the next day or so, Mr. Carey suggested that the space problem might 
well bo included in our report on NSC 68 / 14 * Mr. Jackson concurred
